Believed to be That of an Indian Buried 
Many Years Ago. 


While engaged in digging 
out 
a 
groundhog on the 
Morgan 
brothers 
farm seven miles south of Washington, 
Ind., in Yeale township, on the east 
fork of White river a party of men 
found a human sk eleton. 
The bones 
were found about four feet under the 
surface of the earth on a slight sand 
k nolt. 
The head and teeth are natural 
and well preserved, cheek bones are 
high and several teeth are missing. 
There was no trace of a coffin or wood 
around or near the sk eleton and from 
the position the body must have been 
buried face downward. 
No one living 
near the spot can recall and person 
being buried there in the past half cen­ 
tury and it is believed that the sk eleton 
is that of an Indian buried many years 
ago, when a tribe inhabited that section 
of Daviess county.

Leaven­ 
worth, Kansas, federal prison, he has 
failed to answer either of them, and his 
friends who have the petition for his 
pardon in charge, do not know what ac­ 
tion to take regarding the matter.
